The address billing system 



The address billing system can issue the world's first fraud proof credit cards. When the cards are 
used on-line or on the telephone, the merchant will know right away if it is someone trying to 
commit fraud. 

The numbers on the cards are unique and fraud proof. Let's say the first digits on a card are 2301 . 
After I give the complete card number, and the merchant asks me what my mailing address is. I 
then tell him or her that my address is 2301 . 10 th avenue. The merchant will then match the address 
with the systems numbers, to see if it is a perfect match. The merchant will match the numbers of 
my address, with the digits of my card. If I said my address is 2253 106 th avenue, they would 
immediately know it was fraud. 

Every credit card will be issued a "home base". The card is customized for that person; the 
person's address is the card number. If a person lives in a multi-unit apartment building, it will 
work the same. If a person lives in a building for example, the letter "E" is on the door. The E will 
translate into the number five for the fifth letter of the alphabet. If a person is buying a product with 
a mail order form, when the merchant receives it he or she can clearly see and determine if it is 
fraud. The address and system numbers will match. The system also uses the digits of a person's 
telephone number. This will stop credit card fraud on all non-tangible purchases, such as newspaper 
ads and Internet services. And this number can also be used to have packages shipped worldwide. 
The merchant will use a caller ID system; if the digits of the person's telephone number don't 
match the systems numbers the merchant will know it is fraud. 

Banks will also have the option of using a valued customer date. This date will show the merchant 
how long a person has done business with a particular bank.
